FOR FLORIDA 


WOMAN

In atriumphant decision for medical 
marijuana advocates, a Broward 
County (Florida) Circuit Court Judge 
ruled on August 15 that Elvy Musikka,a 
43-year-old Hollywood FLresident and 
glaucoma sufferer, had amedical need 
for marijuana that far outweighed the 
law's need to prosecute her. 

Ms. Musikka was arrested last 
March 4 on charges of felony posses- 
sion and cultivation of three cannabis. 
plants (approx. 300 grams), which she 
willingly showed to tipped-off police 
with the words, ‘I need this to save my 
sight.” A long-time glaucoma sufferer, 
Ms. Musikka had tried two dozen con- 
ventional treatments for her increas- 
ing sight loss, all without suc- 
cess—including a botched session of 
laser surgery that robbed her right eye 
of its last tiny bit of vision. Only then 
did she turn to a twice-daily regimen of 
self-administered marijuana brow- 
nies, against the advice of her 
opthalmologist, a world-renowned 
specialist who asserts now that he has 
complete confidence in cannabis’ use- 
fulness in Ms. Musikka’s case. 

This is only the third time that an in- 
dividual’s demonstrated medical need 
for pot has been upheld by a US 
court—the first, glaucoma victim 
Robert Randall, has been smoking 
government-issue “‘ditchweed” (as he 
has called it) for more than a decade. 
The second, a Lauderhill (FL) stock- 
broker with multiple sclerosis, won his 
right to prescribed pot in 1979, though 
it took until last year for him to force 
the US government to supply it to him. 
Thirty-four states currently have laws 
allowing for the medical prescription 
of pot, which has been proven valuable 
in glaucoma holding-actions (it's no 
cure—it only dilates the capillaries of 
the eyes and thereby relieves sight- 
snatching pressure), prevention of 
epileptic seizures (the case of Cana- 
dian Terry Parker, Jr., detailed in the 
March ’88 issue), and combating the 
extreme nausea caused by standard 
cancer chemotherapy drugs. Unfor- 
tunately, our friends at the DEA have 
made it such an incredible pain in the 
ass to obtain legally prescribed pot, 
that most patients (and doctors) don’t 
bother trying—it’s much easier for 
them to grow their own, or obtain it 
through subterranean sources. 

Norman Kent, Ms. Musikka’s attor- 
ney and a long-time NORML activist 
(and HIGH TIMES contributor), was un- 
derstandably elated about Judge Mark 


Polen’s dropping of the charges only 
four hours into the non-jury trial. “This 
is a great decision,” he told HIGH 
TIMES, “because it serves to educate 
the public about the positive medical 
uses of marijuana. Maybe it will also 
serve to encourage people to call me 
and other attorneys to help them win 
their legal right to prescribed 
pot—and maybe it will also encourage 
the government to change their ridicu- 
lously restrictive policies.” Amen. 
And though we ain’t holding our 
breath, we are looking forward toa de- 
cision by Administrative Law Judge 
Francis L. Young, who is expected to 
tule this fall on a NORML-led bid to 
reschedule pot for easier medical ac- 
cess (see April '88 Highwitness News).

ONE MANS DOP 
ROMAN GARDENS

“Whosoever shall have made the 
poison, sold it, bought it, possessed or 
administered it, the court shall try him 
ona capital charge.’ 

Looking into the legislation of ancient 
Rome, this is the closest equivalent | 
can come up with for a controlled- 
substance statute: The law against the 
possession and employment of 
“poison”, as explicated in 66 BC by 
Cicero Tully in his forensic criminal 
defense summation for Aulus Cluentius 
Habitus, a well connected young fellow 
from over by Ravenna who faced a 
death-by-strangling sentence for 
poisoning his stepfather, Abbius 
Oppianicus, and for conspiring to 
poison his teenaged stepbrother, 
Oppianicus Junior. Aulus Cluentius got 
off with an acquittal, of course, because 
he was lucky enough to land as his 
lawyer the versatile Cicero, a past 
master at turning murder charges 
around and plastering them all over the 
accusers. In this poisoning case it was 
particularly easy for Cicero to do this, 
because the very name “Oppianicus” 
means “poppy farmer”, and opium was a 
Notorious nostrum in the clandestine 
pharmacopoeia of Rome's professional 
poisoners. 

As this Oppianicus v. Cluentius 
transcript vividly illustrates, the society 
of Roman classical antiquity was nearly 
as bedeviled and paranoiac about 
“poisons” as our contemporary America 
is over “drugs” ("This is drugs. This is 
your mind on drugs... ."), and for 
basically the same reason: bad 
legislation. In the case of Rome, their 
imbecilic inheritance laws rendered 
anyone with property an irresistable 
target for poisoning by relatives as 
distant—for example—as Aulus 
Cluentius here, the son of Oppianicus 
Sr's fifth wife by a previous husband, 
was from Oppianicus pater et fillii. In 
our case, since our laws insensibly 
criminalize certain categories of wholly 
natural and innocuous human behavior 
by endeavoring to criminalize what we 
religiously call “drugs”, we inevitably 
wind up with madness: rich criminals, 
crooked cops, corrupt legislators, 
addicted children, Nancy Reagan, free 


needles for junkies, excremental 
“antidrug” TV commercials, ad 
nauseam. 

So an investigation of what the 
Romans meant by “poison” might be 
illuminating for us, and also lots of fun. 
When you go through the monumental 
Natural History of Pliny the Elder (d. AD 
79, near Pompeii, in the memorable 
eruption of Vesuvius that autumn), you 
find detailed essays on everything else 
under the Mediterranean sun (and 
beyond and before it), but no essay on 
the art and materia medica of 
Poisoning. Since poisoning was an 
established and significant industry, 
with its own advanced schools, 
laboratories, recognized practitioners, 
lore, and brokerages, this omission by 
Pliny, otherwise such an obsessive 
encyclopediast, is a little puzzling— 
until you get to his essay on the 
medicinal uses of deadly nightshades. 

The basic process of preparing 
therapeutic nightshade potions, Pliny 
primly observes, “should receive the 
briefest of descriptions from one who is 
dealing with remedies, not poisons, for 
a small amount of the juice causes 
madness.” The upsetting notion of 
abetting poisoners evidently so 
anguishes the gentle naturalist that he 
never does get around to listing the 
ailments which the nightshades were 
supposed to alleviate (bronchial 
problems most likely, the belladonna 
alkaloids in nightshades being splendid 
antihistamines in low doses). Instead, 
Pliny plunges straight into a terrific 
story about Marc Antony and Cleopatra 
in their last days, when Antony was 
hiding out in Alexandria from the 
assassins of Octavian. Antony was so 
paranoid that he was even having his 
food-taster try out the dishes and 
beverages Cleopatra personally 
prepared for him, which wounded the 
faithful lady's feelings and pissed her 
off. So one balmy evening, when they 
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were lounging by the Nile talking 
philosophy and art and history in many 
languages (Cleopatra was the first 
woman who ever showed her brains to 
Antony, so he was wholly infatuated), 
the Queen of Egypt gaily proposed that 
they “drink their chaplets'—the 
abundant and colorful tropical flowers 
they were wearing in their hair. It was a 
convivial partying gesture, like raising a 
toast and breaking the glasses 
afterward. So they plucked forth the 
flowers from their hair, steeped them 
thoroughly in goblets of simmering 
spiced wine, and made to toss them 
down, Evoe! But at the last instant, Cleo 
‘sealed Antony's lips with a fingertip 
before the cup got to them; she 
summoned a condemned felon she had 
standing by, and had him drink Antony's 
Pre-poisoned chaplet. The wretch 
dropped dead right there: See, Marc, 
you silly, distrustful old brute? 

“Iwish the Egyptian florists would not 
use deadly nightshades for their 
chaplets,” frets Pliny, though without 
ever saying why in words of one syllable. 
Pliny on nightshades is exactly like the 
Madison Avenue copywriters who. 
compose those witless anti-cocaine 
newspaper ads for the Partnership fora 
Drug-Free America. They feel at 
complete liberty to describe how these 
drugs cause madness and death in high 
doses, but when it comes to describing 
the intoxication and euphoria they 
produce in low doses, these moralists 
become tongue-tied with puritanical 
embarrassment. Pliny resorts to 
patriotic xenophobia, depicting 
nightshade abuse as a perversion of the 
degenerate Greeks, and avows: “a dose 
of one drachm plays tricks with the 
sense of modesty, and instills 
hallucinations and realistic visions. A 
double dose causes downright insanity, 
and any addition to the dose brings 
instant death.” Religious zanies also 
resorted to nightshades, of course: “The 
root of the mandrake is taken in drink by 
those who, to confirm superstitious 
notions, wish to play the inspired 
prophet, and to be publicly seen raving 
in unpretended madness.” By this point, 
Pliny is so tormented with the whole 
sordid topic that he signs off on it witha 
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murky description of how some use 
nightshades as a gargle to “strengthen 
the teeth,” but risk horrifying 
hallucinations if they misjudge the dose 
So now we know what one of these 
obscure and obscene Roman poisons 
was, at least: deadly nightshade, 
distillations from lovely Solonacae 
flowers like mandrake and cymosa, 
attar of atropine, 200-proof belladonna 
The Romans could be considerably 
sophisticated in the technical 
concoction of such poisons, as witness 
the historian Suetonius’ story about 
Nero's murder of his stepbrother 
Brittanicus around AD 60. Anyone who 
saw |, Claudius ought to recall how, 
toward the end of the series, the 
Emperor Claudius had high hopes for his 
handsome young son Brittanicus. 
though he was a trifle leery of Nero, the 
adolescent son of his latest sexpot wife 
(and niece), Agrippina. In this, Claudius 
was justified. Both lads were still in 
their teens when Agrippina served 
Claudius her famous mushroom souffle, 
which dispatched him after a night of 
exquisite hallucinosis and 
gastrointestinal havoc. Since the fix was 
already in for young Nero to take over 
(with Agrippina and his tutor Seneca 
actually running the Empire), no one 
paid much attention to Brittanicus, son 
of Claudius by a common chorus girl 
named Valeria Messalina. But Nero had 
always resented him, and after a few 
seasons, when Nero decided to get rid 


generous distance from Rome), and 
sent promising scientifically-minded 
youngsters there for pharmacology 
instruction. 

Eventually, Nero went after his mother 
with three different Locustan 
confections, but nothing availed. The 
Empress Agrippina was emulating King 
Mithridates of Pontus from a couple of 
generations earlier, who started off 
every morning with a tonic into which he 
personally infused a pinch of every 
poison known to the black sciences of 
the Orient: nightshades, opium, 
mercury, snake venom, toadstool 
serum....Rendered invulnerable to | 
poisons by her daily “mithridatum”, 
Agrippina finally had to be finished off 
by sword, after Nero had exhausted | 
such creative expedients asa 
collapsible pleasure yacht (she was still | 
barely 40, in terrific shape, anda 
champion swimmer). Oddly enough. 
when the game was finally up and all the 
legions of the Roman Army were hunting | 
him down to-flog him to death with 
staves (the prescribed penalty for | 
convicted public nuisances), Nero did 
not take poison, according to 
Suetonius, but clumsily and messily had 
his throat slashed by his butler, 
Epaphroditus. Tacitus, though, retelisa_| 
rumor that Nero actually escaped, hid 
out with a cult of obscure religious 
crazies for a few years (Epaphroditus 
was a card-carrying Christian), and was 
eventually crucified incognito for 


tight case against the Oppianici, all 
right. 

But | wanted to demonstrate that it 
couldn't possibly have been opium that 
made all these people drop dead off 
their banquet couches, as Cicero 
describes it. No matter how many times 
Oppianicus’ quack may have boiled 
down a batch of opium—even if he 
could've arrived at pure morphine— 
there's just no way opiates taken by 
mouth will kill people dead at first sip. It 
would take at least 20 minutes for the 
stuff to pass through the intestinal 
lining. So whatever poison Oppianicus 
was using, it sure wasn't the family 
opium. Most likely it was concentrated 
amatoxins distilled from the hideous 
Amanita phalloides toadstool (not to be 
confused with Amanita muscaria), but 
all that's just gotta wait for a future 
installment of “One Man's Dope’ 

Drat. The punchline of this piece was 
‘supposed to be this astonishing line | 
ran across in Pliny's Natural History 
essay on opium. He's very negative 
about the opium being imported into 
Italy from Alexandria (Pliny is a great 
‘one for home industries), which he 
accuses of being “adulterated” in Egypt. 
though he doesn’t say with what. 
Whatever the adulterant was, though, it 
didn’t burn. So in advising good Roman 
cough-medicine consumers on how to. 
detect stepped-on Egyptian opium, Pliny 
suggests they set it on fire, and check 
the odor of the smoke: “that of pure

of all his annoying relatives, Brittanicus 
was the first to go. 

For this murder, Nero hired a 
professional black-market apothecary 
named Locusta whose initial potion was 
too discreet for the youthful Emperor's 
purposes: “When its action was not as 
rapid as expected—the effect was 
violently laxative—he called for her, 
complaining that she had given him 
medicine instead of poison, and flogged 
her with his own hands.” The poor witch 
explained that she'd only been trying to. 
avoid obvious poisoning symptoms, 
which made Nero laugh, and he stood 
over her while she cooked up another 
batch in his bedroom. “This he 
administered to a kid, but when it took 
five hours to die he made her boil down 
the brew again and again. At last he 
tried it on a pig, which died on the spot, 
and that night at dinner he poured what 
remained into Brittanicus’ cup. 
Brittanicus dropped dead at the very 
first taste.” The future emperor Titus, a 
school chum of Brittanicus’, copped a 
bare sip off that cup, Suetonius relates, 
and was sick for months. Nero was so 
delighted he set up a fully-equipped lab 
and teaching academy for Locusta (at a 


apostasy. | tend to favor this pretty 
rumor, because hell, if Nero had killed 
himself, surely he would've used one of 
Lucusta’s painless one-dose poisons, 
wouldn't he? 

In the space remaining here, it is not 
Boing to be easy to segue back to 
Oppianicus v. Cluentius with any 
gracefulness, is it? Too bad. What | had 
in mind, mainly, was to ventilate 
Cicero's continual insinuations that 
since the Oppianicus family fortune was 
obviously rooted in poppy cultivation, 
then surely they, and not his sterling 
defendant, must be professional 
poisoners. That Oppianicus Sr. did have 
a lot of people poisoned—his first wife, 
her brother, his wife who was pregnant, 
and his own three male children by that 
unhappy first marriage, all to protect his 
inheritance—is entirely plausible 
Oppianicus kept a professional poison- 
making doctor on permanent retainer, 
Aulus Rupilius, and Cicero's undercover 
agents were actually able to set up a 
sting buy from this quack, and nail his 
personal slave in possession of both the 
poison and the marked gold aurea that 
had been paid for it in advance. AS 


Roman justice went, that made a pretty 


opium being insupportable,” he 
believes. 

But no, actually the fragrance of 
opium-smoke is decidedly supportable, 
even agreeable, once you get 
accustomed to it. And inhaling it is the 
one way to self-administer opium (short 
of boiling it down to morphine and 
shooting it) which lends itself to 
addiction, if you do it often enough. In 
his well-meaning ignorance, then, and 
out of concern for the grave threat of 
“poison” to decent Roman society, Pliny 
wound up describing and 
recommending the one way to get into 
serious trouble with poppy-juice. The 
harm that our contemporary “anti-drug” 
propagandists are wreaking in their own 
well-meaning ignorance and 
uninspected prejudice will not be 
appreciated until the historians of some 
future generation look back on us, and 
laugh their heads off like this.

Thave made NORML more responsive | 
to criticism and outside points-of-view | 
than many of my predecessors. There is 
No unity without respect for differences 
of opinion. 

Ihave received a lot of mail about my 
April NORMLizer column, “Cocaine Is 
Not the Answer”. | neglected to include 
one, very important comment in that col- 
umn—neither NORML nor | support jail- 
ing people because they use a particular 
drug. We do not support the legalization 
of cocaine or heroin, because different 
drugs require different public policies. 
The regulatory model we advocate for 
marijuana, we feel, is inadequate to ad- 
dress the problems presented by cocaine 
or heroin. This does not mean we sup- 
port throwing people in jail for cocaine 
or heroin use. 

The legalization of cocaine, for exam- 
ple, is considerably more complicated 
than whether or not an individual has the 
right to decide what drugs they take. It 
involves creating a public sanction for 
commerce. | am sympathetic to an indivi- | 
dual’s right to take cocaine, but | have no |

sympathy, or support, for anyone's right 
to run a crack house, or to make money 
by exploiting drug addiction. 

Public health policies regarding co- 
caine and heroin need reform. The huge 
profits which fuel the black market in 
those drugs need to be reduced, or elimi- 
nated. However, we also reject the “all or 
none” approach to drug policy—that all 
drugs have to be legalized or none of 
them should be. 

Frankly, drug policy reform is going to 
be a complex, time-consuming process. 
In many respects, the marijuana issue will 
be easier, and less controversial, to forma 
consensus around. Legal regulation of the 
marijuana market is an obtainable goal in 
the near future; but only if the idea is eva- 
luated on its own merits. | don’t see why 
marijuana users should have to wait for 
justice while our society tries to sort out 
the various controversies surrounding 
other drug policy reform. NORML's po- 
sition is primarily determined by its mem- 
bers, who want to see marijuana 
evaluated on its own merit, not in associa- 
tion with other illegal drugs. 

Our critics are right when they warn 
us that this position can be misinterpre- 


ted as support for arresting and persecut- 
ing the users of cocaine. That is why now, 
every time | comment on this issue pub- 
licly, | point out that NORML does not 
support jailing people for drug use. Thank 
you critics; I made a mistake in not making 
that clear in my earlier remarks. 

NORML has been an effective voice in 
the marijuana reform debate for 18 years, 
and we are taking an active role in the 
current debate about drug policy reform. 
Friendly critics claim that we're “not a 
major player in the current debate,” 
partly, it seems, because the national 
press didn't cover NORML's recent con- 
vention. Actually, the conference wasn’t 
designed to be a show for the national 
press, but a get-together of activists for 
training and networking. 

Our position on cocaine is controver- 
sial because NORML does have influence 
and credibility. Over the summer we pro- 
vided briefings to both the Health De- 
partment of Baltimore and Congressional 
Select Committee for Narcotics Abuse 
and Control, participated in a private 
workshop for Mayor Schmoke of Balti- 
more, appeared on the Donahue show, 
briefed dozens of reporters, and were in- 
vited to testify at hearings before Con- 
gress on drug legalization this fall. 

I've opened NORML up by involving 
more diverse people with more diverse 
agendas, and this means working with 
people who were once our bitterest crit- 
ics. A few of them haven't quite caught up 
to the changes I've introduced. Earlier 
this year | addressed the issue of mari- 
juana reform rallies, saying it was wrong 
for NORML to advocate individual free- 
dom and then criticize yippies who used 
theirs to hold rallies. 

The “malaise” some people have ob- 
served with NORML actually occurred in 
the fall and winter of 1987, when revenue 
was diverted away from publications to 
pay off some nagging financial obligations. 
NORML members have had several mail- 
ings from the national staff in 1988, and 
are currently involved in many exciting 
activities. 

During my term as National Director, | 
have made a great effort to accommo- 
date every critic of NORML within our 
movement. | have personally opened lines

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THE UNITED STATES: OUTLAW NATION

CAN RUSSIA INVADE EUROPE OR. 
THE BIOLOGICAL IMPERATIVE 


According to the Bible, Samuel com- 
manded Saul to conquer the lands “God 
gave to the Hebrews” and exterminate all 
the animals and humans he encoun- 
tered. This would then be virgin land for 
new inhabitants. 

Samuel's dictum was the ultimate ex- 
pression of the biological imperative, a 
popular theory among bio-behaviorists 
who hold that each person is driven by 
“selfish genes”. 

Genes, which control all aspects of all 
living organisms, are programmed to 
replicate themselves, and to control the 
organism they comprise to replicate it- 
self so more genes can be produced. For 
the pool of human genes to increase in 
number, the human population in which 
they are found must increase in size. Any 
beings competing for limited resources 
are usually destroyed to accommodate a 
growing population. Of course, the or- 
ganisms which compete the most with 
humans for resources are other 
humans 

Historians have made a good case for 
the advantages of war to warrior popul- 


ations. Rather than producing wealth, a 
successful warrior group obtains wealth 
by conquering it. With a good army this 
costs a group much less in energy and 
time than does producing the goods it- 
self. (The Vikings lived by plundering, 
and the Roman Empire was supported by 
its tribute-paying conquered states.) 

Ancient conquerors fulfilled the bio- 
logical imperative, replicating their 
genes by reproducing with the females of 
the conquered areas. The economic cost 
of these children to the conquering army 
was negligible. At the same time, the 
conquering group's reproductive suc- 
cess at home was increased because of 
the better living conditions purchased 
with plundered wealth. 

The potential gains made the risk of 
war worthwhile to competing groups. 
Precious metals, jewels, artifacts, and 
foodstuffs could be carried off. Manual 
laborers could be put to work at the con- 
queror's command. Until recently, manu- 
facturing was really the production of 
specialized agricultural products, and 
farmers came with the conquered land 


The Industrial Revolution changed the 
concept of wealth to the ability to 
produce goods. A country's wealth was in 
its raw resources, or factories and indus- 
trial processes. Germany lost WWII in 
part because the Russian “scorched 
earth” policy destroyed their own eco- 
nomic infrastructure, thus making the 
German invasion of the USSR unproduc- 
tive, and a drain of resources. 

Recent Russian imperialist policy was 
based on the means of production as the 
source of wealth. Russia has a third 
world economy with a first world army. 
With a limited force, it has controlled 
most of the Warsaw Pact states as well 
as a resource-rich central Asian empire. 
Industrialized countries such as East 
Germany, Hungary, and Czechoslovakia 
were forced to supply their Russian mas- 
ters with manufactured goods. One- 
sided commercial deals were made with 
the captive governments. In essence 
the Warsaw Pact countries were paying 
tribute to the Russians. But technology 
has now caught up with the Russian 
empire 

Heavy industry is no longer the main 
source of wealth in the world. The indus- 
trial revolution spawned the technologi- 
cal revolution, in which information is 
required for industry to function effi- 
ciently. Every aspect of human economic 
activity has been revolutionized by the 
information revolution. 

An industrial system can be run by con 
quered populations or slaves. The South 
was starting to industrialize, using 
slaves, when the Civil War broke out. The 
Nazis used conquered peoples and 
slaves to operate much of their industrial 
plant. Information systems are some- 
thing else. It is hard to control informa- 
tion in one field and allow a mind to 
wander in another. Inquisitiveness does 
not recognize society's fences. 

Gorbachev has realized that Russia 
cannot enter the information age without 
having a free flow of information. The re- 
strictive. imperialistic dictatorship he is 
dismantling could not be maintained 
against this wave. If you let the kids have 
computers, how can you stop them from 
obtaining info? If you don't let them have 
the chips, you fall further behind in the 
information race. The Russians are not 
dumb. They know that a Toyota and a 
Volga have the same amount of steel, 
glass, and rubber. The difference be- 
tween the two cars is information. 

‘As Russia and the US locked into bitter 
cold war, their resources were drained in 
a never-ending peacetime military strug- 
gle. The biological imperative—that 
stronger groups increase population— 
became irrelevant as the industrial 


countries reached population plateaus. 
Instead, the standard of living and qual- 
ity of life became more important. Young 
men no Jonger aspired to an army life of 
rape and pillage. 

Armaments have been getting fiercer 
as technology has advanced; people are 
forever thinking of faster and more effi- 
cient ways of killing more enemies. Gatl- 
ing invented the machine gun and 
thought that its destructiveness would 
end war. All it did was end the last ves- 
tiges of chivalry. 

Now the terror has nearly reached its 
apex with the policy of Mutually Assured 
Destruction: “If you nuke me, I'll nuke 
you.” Both groups have so many nukes 
that some of them are sure to get 
through to the other side in a mushroom 
battle. The ensuing blast would destroy 
both infrastructures and render the land 
radioactive and unsuitable for coloniza- 
tion. This does not further the biological 
imperative. Nobody wins in a nuke 
trade. 

Why can't Russia invade Europe? It's 
too caught up in the real battle—the one 
for technology and trade. Since Russia 
has a third world economy, it exports raw 
resources (like natural gas pumped to 
Western Europe through the Siberian 
pipeline) and imports technology. If it in- 
vaded Europe, the conquered countries’ 
research and technological develop- 
ment would stop; trade and information 
would break down. This is not in the in- 
terest of the “biological imperative” 

There's an even more important factor. 
Every country in Europe—even those with 
the most backward conventional weap- 
ons—is a nuclear power. Here's how it 
works: Russia invades a country neigh- 
boring on a Warsaw Pact member. For 
some reason NATO does not counter with 
military force. The invaded country uses 
a bomber or rocket armed with conven- 
tional weapons to blow up a Russian 
nuke plant. Chernobyl proved that the 
destruction of a nuke plant is the same 
as a nuke blast. There are nuke plants 
dotting all of Europe, so any country with 
a bomber is a nuclear power. MAD. When 
everybody is carrying a six-shooter, ev- 
eryone’s very polite. 


WHAT ABOUT MAD? 


MAD's premise of peace through fear 
has worked in Europe for over forty years, 
a pretty long time by that continent's 
standards. But ethnocentric Samuel's 
commands may some day be heard 
again. A clean cobalt bomb or death-ray 
would destroy all life, without creating 
long-lasting radiation. The result would 
be dead land waiting to be colonized. 
Just bring your own plants and animals. 
Pretty tempting for a selfish gene. @

of communication with other activists, 
widened NORML's agenda, increased 
participation, and improved both our 
funding and our credibility. I've been 
successful by listening to critics and re- 
sponding to valid complaints. 

Now, | have a complaint of my own. | 
think it is time we stopped blaming 
NORML for our own inadequacies and 
took individual responsibility for our si- 
tuation. Criticism is valuable when it is 
used to learn from. It is corrosive when it 
is used as an excuse not to participate. 

Many people have the attitude that if 
marijuana is not legal yet, it must be 
NORML's fault; that if we have financial 
problems, it’s because we didn’t take 
their advice; and that if they don’t see us 
‘on Nightline, we must not be doing any- 
thing at all. Critics tend to overstate 
NORML's problems or understate our 
accomplishments in order to make their 
own proposals seem more appealing or 
to glorify their own involvement. 

For example, compared to the number 
of marijuana smokers in the US, 
NORML’s membership of 5,000 seems 
small. However, with the support of 
those people, NORML has stopped illegal 
marijuana eradication efforts (for exam- 
ple the CAMP program and the wide- 
spread use of paraquat), prompted the 
FDA to begin regulating urine testing, 
forced the Reagan Administration to hold 
hearings on the medical use of marijuana 
(which should result in a favorable court 
decision this fall), established that mari- 
juana is the most valuable cash crop in the 
country, helped prevent Alaska from re- 
criminalizing marijuana, and provided im- 
portant information to tens of thousands 
of marijuana smokers—all in the last few 
years. To say that “basically this organiza- 
tion is totally ineffectual (and that) we 
have changes to make,” is not only inaccu- 
rate and wrong, but also quite an insult to 
the 5,000 NORML members who thus 
far have been carrying the load for the 
rest of you. 

There are a lot of things that need to 
be done, but the reason they’re not get- 
ting done is because so many of you have 
too many excuses why you shouldn't be 
involved. Don’t blame the lawyers who 
have fought to protect you from paraquat 
or over-zealous helicopter teams. Don't 
blame NORML’s board-members, who 
have provided hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in funding to keep this organiza- 
tion alive. Don't blame NORML. We've

Vietnam, 
which libertarians opposed. was raging. and a full-scale crack~ 
down on civil liberties had occurred under Nixon. For libertar- 
ians, wage-and-price controls were the straw that broke the 
camel's back. They staged their first national convention in July 
1972, on the same weekend the Watergate break-in occurred in 
Washington. 

John Hospers, the Liberta rty’s first candidate for presi- 
dent, garnered only 5,000 vote that year, But Roger 
MacBride, a presidential elector pledged to Nixon, deserted the 
Republicans and cast his electoral vote for Hospers and Tonie Na- 
than, his running mate. (Nathan’s electoral vote preceded by more 
than a decade the yetes cast for Democrat Geraldine Ferraro in 
1984. Nathan and F ro are the only women in American history 
tohave received electoral votes.) Hospers, a philosophy professor, 
later gained notoriety for another reason. In 1980, the US State 
Department threatened to prosecute Hospers and eight other 
bertarians for their involvement in an abortive effort to establish a 
free market utopia on an island chain in the South Pacific. In- 
cluded in the proposed country’s constitution was a measure legal- 
izing marijuana. When authorities seized Jimmy Stevens, a 
tribal chieftain who favored the libertarians’ efforts, 
they found kava, a native hallucinogenic, in his possession. 

MacBride’s defection from Nixon so pleased the Libertarians 
they decided to run him for President in 1976. MacBride, an at- 
torney, received 178,000 votes in 36 states. The total surpassed 
all of the other minor parties combined. But it was in 1980 that the 
Libertari achieved ballot status 
in all 50 states and received almost a million votes. At a victory 
party afterward, jubilant party activists celebrated by lighting up 
joints.

take.” Unde a prosecutor, Assistant US Attor- 
ney Sandra Cherry, showed Paul a copy of Jacob’s voter reg 
tion card. On it, Jacob had written “Go Smash The State. 
“Is that an opinion or an attitude that you think finds s 
nong people of your philosophy 
“Well, you know, as far as I'm concerned the state is massive,” 
Paul responded. “The last couple years I was in Congress I voted 
against 99 percent of the expenditures of the state mainly because 
we're being driven into a bankrupt state. I don’t use that type of 
language. I don’t use tho: But if you took my voting re: 
cord, I certainly would reduce the state in a very sig 
ner, because the state now is encroaching on our personal 
liberties. It's encroaching throughout the world on a daily basis on 
what they are doing and also in the economy, and for this reason, I 
think the state itself is a threat to us. It’s a threat to the individual 
liberties, not only of Paul Jacob but to every single solitary person 
in this country. So therefore. I think the verb is one that I wouldn't 
have chosen, but I certainly would choose words like ‘significantly 
reduce’ the role of government over our lives.”

There is an adage party activists repeat. Libertarians go to jail 
before they are elected to office: Democrats and Republicans to to 
jail after they have been elected. In recent years, other Libertar- 
ians have been incarcerated for resisting what they term “the 
State.” Tim Lewis, the party’s 1984 vice-presidential candidate, 
was convicted on federal charges of willful failure to file a federal 
income tax return and sentenced to one year in prison. Libertar- 
ians support abolition of the income tax as unconstitutional.

Homer Grown, the Northern California grower, 
recently called to tell me he has a new hobby 
that he wanted to show me. 

“You know Ed," he said, “I don’t have much to 
do during the winter. Except for a seed crop, 
manicuring, and getting all the equipment in 
shape for next year, there just isn't a whole lot 
going on. So | bought one of those automatic 
pollen machines advertised in HIGH TIMES and 
| have been fooling around with it.” The next 
week | drove up to Homer's place to see his 
hash-making technique. 

Homer threw some small, well-cured, dry 
buds on the silk-screen pan and turned on the 
machine. As the device vibrated, the glands 
filtered through the screen and dropped to the 
bottom. Within a few minutes, a thin but visible 
layer of glands covered the bottom of the tray. “I 
run the buds through the machine before | use 
or sell them.” Since the buds were not broken 
up, most of the glands were locked inside the 
tight bud. However, the glands on the surface 
were knocked off. “Customers don't notice the 
difference, because only a small percentage of 
the glands are removed.” 
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The very best hash powder falls from the best buds shaken only one or two minutes. The more the bud is 
shaken, the more plant matter falls through. Some powder has been scraped together, some still forms a 
light film on the collecting glass.

To get the most 
glands, the material should be cut up so that it 
can come in contact with the silk-screen. Using 
your hand, you can help the machine along by 
making sure everything comes in contact with 
that vibrating screen. The grass that's left will 
lose some of its potency.

“Legalization is 
Inevitable.”

Michael Kennedy was described in the 
January 197 issue as a “radical dope 
lawyer, whose clients have included Dr. 
Timothy Leary and Nick Sand, a chemist 
indicted by the US government for 
allegedly manufacturing enough LSD to 
turn on the entire world indefinitely” 
a trial lawyer who deals with dope cases, 
and because of his close association 

with HIGH TIMES over the years, we 
thought his comments would be of 
special interest . 

This is the latest in a series of 
interviews we're publishing to kick off the 
15th anniversary of HIGH TIMES 
magazine, recognize the contributions of 
HIGH TIMES founder Tom Forcade to 
alternative media, and celebrate the 
endurance of the counterculture 
High Times: How would you describe who 
you are and what you do? In 1977, you 
were described as a “radical dope 
lawyer” 

Michael Kennedy: That was the 
description, but I've never considered 
myself a radical. 1 consider people like 
Reagan a radical. I'm actually the middle- 
of-the-road. I think the best way to 
describe me would be as a trial lawyer 
specializing in Constitutional defenses. 

HT: Current drug laws, such as the 
forfeiture laws, seem to be targeting the 
Constitution as well as pot smokers. 

Have you defended any pot growers in 

the last few years? 

MK: Yes, 

HT: Have you dealt with any cas 
involve the forfeiture laws? 

MK: No, because the forfeiture laws are a 
rather recent innovation. Most of those 
cases are now in Northern California and 
Oregon. But that's precisely the direction 
in which the law seems to be going. And 
that's mostly because pot's a target of 
easy opportunity. It’s a whole lot eas 
try to go after a pot grower or a pot 
smoker than some ex-Cuban or 
Colombian killer cocaine dealer, who, if 
you run him up against a wall, is apt to 
blow you away. The nares know it’s a 
whole lot safer to go after the pot. 

HT: That's one of the reasons. I suspect 
another reason is that some of the 
people dealing in hard drugs might be in 
the employ of the people who are behind

the arrests of pot growers. 
MK: As you know, our government has a 
great tradition of involving itself in drugs 
I'm defending a book now, written by 
Leslie and Andrew Cockburn, called Out 
of Control, where they trace Air America 
running drugs, including morphine 
bases, out of Laos to processing plants 
during the 60s, ultimately for 
introduction into the United States. So, 
we financed the war in Laos with drugs. 
We're financing the Contras in Nicaragua 
with drugs. The “War on Drugs” is really 
nothing more than a sham, nothing more

HT: As we go to press, the House Select 
Committee on Narcotics and Drug Abuse 
has scheduled hearings on drug 
legalization for September 29th, a few 
weeks from now. Could this be the first 
step toward legalization, or just another 
step ahead in the fight to keep drugs 
illegal? 

MK: Legalization is inevitable. But 
actually, the hearings could be both. The 
government has the population really 
‘confused about it. The reason 
legalization is inevitable is because there 
is no way, given the taxing of our 


MK: Including crack. Every drug should 
be legalized, because the real menace is 
not drugs; the menace is the money that 
is made from drugs. I think crack is 
deplorable. I think heroin is deplorable. 
But the only way to stop it is to take the 
money out. 

‘The popular conception of politicians 
is that everyone is anti-drug. The fact of 
the matter is, everybody is anti-problem: 
We want that problem to go away. We 
don’t make that problem go away by 
passing draconian laws such as the 
Rockefeller laws in New York. We proved 
that. All we did was fill up our prisons, 
cause our prisons to be overcrowded, 
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and cause a criminalization of another 
class of people who are basically 

nonviolent. I'm thinking particularly of 
marijuana growers and small marijuana 
dealers. 

The Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army had just admitted that even if we 
put all our military resources into trying 
to intercept drugs at our borders, we still 
couldn't stop it. So we can’t stop it. What 
we have to do is learn to try and control it, 
maybe regulate it a little bit. 

Tdon’t think it’s a war on drugs. I think 
it’s a war on law. The attack of the Reagan 
administration and Meese is really an 
attack on law, and an attack on the 
Constitution—an attack on the right to 
privacy of citizens and an attack on our 
citizens. They're not attacking drugs. 
They're attacking us. 

HT: How seriously have the drug laws 
broken down our justice system? 

MK: The jails are so crowded, we can't 
put people in. We can't keep them in. We 
can't warehouse them. We don’t have 
enough room. Governor Cuomo has 
actually built more prisons and prison 
cells than any governor in New York 

ate history, and he has not even been 
able to keep up with the demand. Mayor 


were released because they had no more 
room. 

‘That same kind of pressure is going to 
come here, but the real attack of the so- 
called war on drugs, which is a war on 
Jaw, comes in the courts. When you come 
up to a judge now, representing some 
drug dealer, and you start to argue that 
he was illegally arrested—he wasn't 
given his Constitutional rights, they 
illegally searched his apartment, they 
illegally stopped his car, they illegally 
went into his glove compartment and 
into his hood, or into his trunk and 
searched the car, they illegally arrested 
and detained his wife and children, used 
them against him, all of these things that 
are lawless activities—the judge will 
sweep it under the rug and say, “I don't 
care because this is a drug case. So I'm 
throwing the rules out the window” 

If they throw the rules out ina drug case, 
they can throw the rules out in any case. 
HT: Why aren't more pot smokers and 
drug users becoming politically 
motivated? It seems like there's more of 
a motivation now than ever for people to 
go back to the tactics of the '60s and 
early '70s and protest, or demonstrate. 
People have to be angry about what's 
going on. 

MK: [ agree with you. It's important to 
note the distinction between cocaine and 
marijuana, though. Marijuana has always 
been an adjunct of rebels in our society. 
It was an adjunct of jazz musicians in the 
‘40s and early ’50s. In the 60s, almost all 
of us who were politically active also 
were social users of marijuana. 

But the difference between those of us 
who were using marijuana, and those

Koch can't keep up with the demand. 
‘These are people who really want to 
build prisons. They can't find the space, 
and they can’t get the legislature to give 
them the money. 

Have you heard of the NIMBYs? It's an 
acronym for Not In My Backyard. 
NIMBYs are releasing more people from 
prison than any of us lawyers because 
they're saying, “You can't build a prison 
here.” In Oregon, for example, the 
legislature couldn't find a place to build 
another prison. AS a result of that, they 
had to release an entire tier of low-level, 
nonviolent people who didn’t belong in 
jail in the first place. Hundreds of people 


who used cocaine and heroin, is a very 
significant difference. The cocaine 
dealers aré so greedy they're not about to 
change the laws. They're not about to get 
political. Also, they're probably so 
psychotic, because I think cocaine 
causes psychosis, that they couldn't 
become political anyway. So we can’t 
expect any kind of radical political 
activity to come from cocaine or heroin 
dealers. 

‘The individuals who are now growing 
marijuana in the United States, and are 
able to avoid Meese, the paraquat squads 
and what have you, tend to be highly 
political people. They're not in it for 


profit as much as personal use and social 
enjoyment, and they want to be left 
alone. And the awareness they get being 
ona fringe, outlaw element of society 
causes them to be highly radical. That 
radicalization is extremely good because 
it directs their energies against 
government, against these arcane drug 
laws. 

HT: Speaking of growers, do you have any 
free legal advice? 

MK: Well, I think the most intelligent 
thing for a marijuana grower to do is 
keep it simple, keep it small, and keep it 
highly personal. The larger the crop, and 
the more sophisticated the growing 
apparatus used, the more likely they are 
to be detected—either by aerial 
surveillance, by some competitor turning 
them in, or by some Smokey the Bear- 
type ranger wandering through the forest 
and finding them. 

Also, the best defense in a growing 
case is, “Listen, judge, this smoke is for 
me and my immediate family. To be sure, 
it's not a nuclear family, you know, and 
we're not all related by blood the way 
you might want us to be, but this is really 
our family. We're growing it for ourselves 
and we're not hurting anybody.” 

‘That kind of argument is very 
compelling because I don’t care’ 
how anti-marijuana you are, you know 
we can't be using our courts for small 
growers. There's no room. We've got to 
get the child molesters in jail. We've got 
to get people like that who are really 
hurting people into our courtrooms, get 
them some justice, and if they're 
convicted, get their ass in jail. So if you 
stay small, the likelihood of you being 
busted is substantially reduced, 

HT: How small is small? 
MK: There isn't any arbitrary limit. I think 
small is probably a few plants. 
HT: In the '60s, people would wear pink 
underwear, invent foot problems, or try 
anything to avoid the draft. Is there a 
medical problem, like headaches or 
glaucoma, that someone could invent so. 
if they go to trial they can claim a 
medical defense? 
MK: I don’t know. I have made the 
argument in cases where individuals 
have been growing marijuana for their 
‘own use, involving a few plants and for 
the most part, I've been able to persuade 
prosecutors not to bring the case. 
Occasionally, we've even been able to 
persuade judges that there's a right to 
privacy and to a commitment to growing 
marijuana for personal use, and there's 
no overriding state interest that should 
overcome it. So if an individual is

I'm trying to grow plants indoors. The 
seed won't root. I's been two weeks. In all 
the material I've read about indoor grow- 
ing, there is often mentioned the "Sea of 
Green” method of growing, but without 
details of the techniques. Could you 
please shed some light on the subject? 
Also, in your opinion, what is the most 
productive indoor method?

Hawaii 
Dear M.W., 

The “Sea of Green" is the name for a 
very productive growing/flowering 
procedure. This method involves the 
use of clone/plantlets. 

To get the plantlets, first start seeds 
and grow them 2 to 3 weeks, then 
clone the plants. As soon as the 
clones are rooted they are set into 
flower cycle. As they flower, pick out 
the best females. Go back to your 
growing plants and use those females 
chosen as your mother plants. Make 
lots of clones of these females and let 
them root, then flower them. You end 
up with a sea of single stalks which 
turn into bottle brush flowers. 

The other method is to take the best 
females and clone them, then pollinate 
them with one specific male. (Do not 
pollinate or flower the mother plant.) 
The seeds produced will be identical. 
Plant and grow the seeds. In about 2to 
3 weeks you can flower the mini- 
plantlets. The results will be a sea of 
identical flowers. 

Both methods leave you the mother 
plant to work with. As you progress, 
turn a couple of clones into new 
mother plants. 

As to growing methods; | still think 
sub-irrigation works best.

the plant. If you truly feel the need for 
sodium, then go with a conversion 
unit so you only buy one ballast and 
reflector. Use the halide to grow the 
plant and then after flower is estab- 
lished switch to the sodium. I've al- 
ways gotten better results with an 
all-halide light. 

No, you don't need the slab. Pack 
the 4”x 4” cubes together and use sub- 
irrigation or ebb-n-flow. Use drip feed 
with 4"x 4” cubes mounted on the 
slab. 

You can grow 16 plantlets on 2 slabs. 
Remember, you are growing mini- 
plants to flower, not large plants. 

Keep the light about two feet over 
the plants. 

If your closet is 21” deep there’s go- 
ing to be a problem in using 3’ x 8x 3” 
slabs. 8x 3=24. A Europonic system 
with trough is 1012" wide. You could 
use two troughs in your situation. 


Dear Doc, 

Ihave been growing for some time, but 
my plants lack that certain kick. | won- 
dered if plant hormones would make 
weed more potent, and if they are safe. | 
know that auxins stimulate roots and gi- 
berellins increase stem growth, but what 
would force the buds and leaves to grow 
bigger and stickier?

Dear Human Crewman 

That's the six million dollar ques- 
tion. How does one grow bigger and 
stickier mind altering buds? The an- 
swer is genetics. If your plants lack a 
certain kick, then use a different gene 
stock. No chemical manipulation or 
additive can give the plants the miss- 
ing genetic code for the great high. 
Start over with great seeds and breed 
your plants for the type of high you're 
looking for. 


Bram, 

| bought an aqua-farm and was very 
pleased with the results although | didn’t 
get a good buzz from my product. | would 
appreciate it if you would print an article 
‘on when to harvest. | tried to wait until the 
resin sacks turned amber, but | either cut 
too early or too late. Is it easy to see the 
amber? Does the plant lose all its sun 
leaves as if it's fall or is this too late? Also, 
I tried to keep the males away but | didn't 
look for both male and female in the same 
plant.

Dear J. Murphy, 

When to harvest is the key to all 
growing. Just like harvesting grapes 
for wine, the buds will always be too 
early or too late. .. the art of growing is 
in the harvesting. 

My flower procedure is different 
from others and so is my harvesting. 
First of all, keep feeding the plants. It 


takes a lot of energy to make flowers, 
so give the plants food and light. Wash 
the medium out with water to make 
sure there are no toxic salt buildups. 

The color of the resin has very little 
to do with an individual plant's ripe- 
ness. Just as each plant's genetics de- 
cides its pigment, so it decides the 
color of the resin. 

Try to harvest at peak fluorescence. 
You want lots of calyxes, swollen so 
they look like they hold seeds, sprout- 
ing lots of long white pistils. The resin 
should look like diamond chips sprin- 
kled on the flowers. 

If your leaves are dying off as the 
plant flowers, check the nutrients and 
pH. The leaves are solar collectors 
which allow the plant to flower. | have 
never lost leaves and the only time I've 
seen plants with no leaves, the pH was 
off, the grower stopped feeding 
enough, or used the absurd practice 
of stripping the leaves in the belief that 
it makes better flowers. 

To keep my plants in check, espe- 
cially those that tended to hermaphro- 
ditism, | selectively pollinated a tew 
early lower flowers. The rest | watched, 
and with surgical tools, removed any 
male flowers as they appeared. 

I'll do a complete article on harvest- 
ing in the near future. 


Dr. Indoors, 

I've just moved into a new apartment in 
a new town where | don't have any con- 
nections yet. | would like to venture into 
hydroponics because my friend grew a 
good crop, but he doesn't give out se- 
crets. So now it’s a contest. 

The only growing space | have is two 
spare closets. In one I can fit four 5-gallon 
hydroponic buckets side by side; the 
other can fit four in a square. Both are a 
good seven feet high. Can you recom- 
mend a growing handbook and an issue 
of High Times, and a system that would 
best suit my situation?

You've got the right idea. Hydro- 
ponics is the way to go. Hydroponics 
take common sense and a good work- 
ing system. Add great seeds/genetic 
material and you will win any contest. 

From my book you could learn the 
concept of growing and the ways of 
building sub-irrigation. You could also 
buy any one of the commercial units.

Though slapped with the cyberpunk 
| label, SF writer Lewis Shiner’s work 
only qualifies by dint of context 
rather than content. Which means, 
no mirror-shaded techno-mohawks 
slouching here, but plenty of con- 
© temporary cultural referents that 
clearly mark the writer as a product of the ’60s-going-on- 
*90s generation. Born with the half-century in Oregon, 
Shiner is an oversized now-Texan whose studiedly unflashy 
stories have been appearing in science fiction magazines 
since the turn of the decade. His first novel, Frontera, ap- 
peared in mid-’84, and made it to the finals for both the Ne- 
bula Award (given by the Science Fiction Writers of 
America to the best novel of the year) and the Philip K. 
k Award (for best paperback original). Deserted Cities 
of the Heart (Doubleday/Foundation) is his just-published 
sophomore effort, from which “Electric Lady” is yanked. 
Shiner describes the book as a “political thriller with New 
Age overtones” which he’s been brain-percolating since a 
1979 trip to Mexico. It tells the story of Eddie, a burned- 
out '70s rock star, who's fled the sanatorium where he’s 
been confined and taken refuge with the Maya-descended 
Lacondon Indians of southern Mexico. While there, Eddie 
accompanies a group of these Indians to a ruined Mayan 
city called Na Chan (a fictionalized version of the Palenque 
site), where against all advice he eats several pieces of a 
mindblowingly powerful psychedelic mushroom. The hallu- 
cinations he experiences are like random bits of time-trav- 
eling—knocking his consciousness back to several 
unpleasant moments in his past, giving him the opportunity 
to revise his own history. The problem the more back- 
tripping he does,the less able he is to deal with the present. 

Next up for Shiner is a non-science fiction novel called 
Slam, about “skateboarding and anarchy,” he says. Sounds 
like he’s been listening to Anthrax, eh?

THE YELLOWS 


Dear Ed, 

1am using Hydrotarm A & B formulas. 
Right now | am using the B formula for 
flowering. But the leaves seem to be turn- 
ing yellow too early. Last time they started 
to yellow when the plants were 90% ma- 
ture. This time they started turning when 
the buds were 40% mature. What hap- 
pened and what should | do about it?

The plants are suffering from a lack of 
nitrogen (N). Plants’ N needs vary with 
the temperature. When temperatures 
are high, the plant uses more water 
and pulls up more N. Gardeners usu- 
ally dilute the N in high temperature 
gardens. Even so, total intake in- 
creases in warm weather. During cool 
weather, when a plant's metabolism 
slows, proportions of N are increased 
to stimulate rapid growth. 

During flowering, ratios of N are de- 
creased as phosphorous (P) is in- 
creased. This stimulates production 
of large buds. If the roots do not obtain 
adequate supplies of N, the plants 
move it from old growth to the new 
growth sites. With this deficit, the 
larger, older leaves turn from bright 
green to pale green to yellow and then 
die. The loss of the old leaves slows 
the new growth. Given adequate light 
the mature leaf is a sugar factory, pro- 
ducing the main tissue building 
block. 

Plants should be given adequate ni- 
trogen to insure that substantial leaf 
drop does not occur until shortly be- 
fore maturity. If leaf drop occurs pre- 
maturely, the plants should promptly 
be given nutrients with adequate N to 
ameliorate the situation.

‘The plants are grown in loose rockwool 
in large plastic cups, watered using the 
wick system to save me labor. Cost of the 
supplies—about $4.00. | make CO, in a 
large pickle barrel using sugar and yeast.

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growing a small amount of marijuana 
and he says, “This is for my personal 
use,” I think that is avery legitimate 
defense. If he says, “I'm growing it 
because a friend of mine has to take 
chemotherapy, because he’s got AIDS, or 
he's dying of cancer” or whatever, I think 
that’s the very kind of genuine, human 
comfort that most judges in this day and 
age would be able to acknowledge. 

Frankly, for years I have gotten 
marijuana to friends of mine who have 
been taking chemotherapy who couldn't 
overcome the nausea in any other way. 
And I've seen it work. 

Iremember one time we were 
defending a guy who had glaucoma. The 
trouble was, he had enough marijuana to 
treat 40 or 50 people with glaucoma. So 
we called that the “Cyclops Glaucoma 
Defense.” The Cyclops was the Greek 
one-eyed monster who's eye was so big it 
would take 40 Ibs. of pot to cure his 
glaucoma 
HT: What is the current state of dope 
laws? Does someone have a better or 
worse chance of getting sent up in 1988 
than in 1978, or 1968? 

MK: With cocaine and heroin and crack, 
there is no question. There's a greater 
chance of going to jail. The only thing 
that mitigates against going to jail is that 
we don’t have enough jail space. In 
marijuana cases here in New York City, 
the prosecutors and the police look the 
other way. 

HT: What about LSD? 

MK: There are so few LSD cas 
anymore, because there's so little LSD 
around. [haven't seen an LSD case ina 
couple of years. 

HT: That's interesting, because there's 
such a resurgence of interest in 
psychedelics nowadays. 

MK: There's no question about it. And 
with the resurgence of interest in 
hallucinogenies, there's going to be a 
resurgence of police interest in 
hallucinogenic: 

I mean, here's the Attorney General on 
the front page of the New York Times, 
this morning receiving a gold-plated 
hand grenade. What kind of image does 
that portray? I mean, what happened to 
the good old days of giving somebody a 
gold watch for good service? No, they 
give this moron a gold-plated hand 
grenade. This society is crazy. And the 
crazier society gets, the more we want to 
escape. 

HT: We've got a Synchro-Energizer in our 
office right now that one person in 
particular is really enjoying. He says it 
duplicates some of the effects of certain 
drugs. Do you think the day could come 
when these machines become illegal? 
MK: I don’t think so. For example, the 
greatest head trip I ever took wasn’t on 


acid or on drugs at all. It was actually ina 
sensory deprivation tank where you're in 
lukewarm, body-temperature salt water 
and you're completely relaxed. When the 
senses are deprived of virtually every 
kind of stimulation, then the mind can 
really wander. I've had some wonderful 
trips. 

The isolation tanks are great. How can 
you stop someone from having an 
isolation tank? How can you stop 
someone from having salt water and 
darkness—just the things nature 
provides us to be able to try to get rid of 
the insanity that surrounds us for a 
while? 

HT: Well, then you have to wonder how 
they can legislate against marijuana, 
which was used for so many years as 
rope and medicine. It's crazy. 

MK: It is crazy. And to be sure, there 
probably will be some right-wing, Baptist 
legislators who want to outlaw Synchro- 
Energizer devices, isolation tanks, and 
things of that sort. But I can’t conceive of 
them getting very much help from 
society, generally. 

HT: Do you find it amusing that the 
legalization of drugs is now being 
proposed by right-wing types such as 
William F Buckley, when for so many 
years legalization has been a radical left- 
wing cause? 

MK: Yes, I think it’s ironic. I happen to 
think they're absolutely right and I think 
they're doing it for the right reasons. He's 
not stupid. He knows that 
criminalization hasn't solved the 
problem. And the right-wing comes to it 
from the standpoint of a libertarian view, 
that is: Government, stay out of our lives. 
Because they know that the more law- 
enforcement apparatus there is applied 
to drugs, the greater the likelihood of 
interference with our personal well- 
being. I mean, because of the police 
apparatus in existence today, the 
likelihood of you and I being shot in a 
crossfire between cops and drug dealers, 
or undercover cops just shooting one 
another, not knowing the other is a narc, 
is greater. 

So I think there's going to be an 
interesting coalition, among the 
intelligentsia on the right (to the extent 
that's not a contradiction in terms), and 
young people who fundamentally want 
to be left alone. Less government is 
better. I agree basically with the right- 
wing in that regard. I don’t agree with 
that area for social policy. I don’t think 
we can have a policy of benign neglect, 
such as Moynihan advocated years ago, 
in regard to poor and black people. 
‘That's a racist policy. We've got to 
develop parity. We've got to use social 
and government forces to develop some 
kind of economic parity among people. 
In law enforcement, there is no need to 
be spending this kind of money. Instead 
of giving all this money to cops, let's start 
paying our teachers more. @

taken on responsibilities no one else has. 

The Oregon Marijuana Initiative’s fail- 
ure to make the 1988 ballot is an example 
of criticism gone awry. Activists who 
worked on previous OMI campaigns ob- 
jected to provisions of the ballot lan- 
guage. They did not help gather 
signatures, and the measure didn’t have 
enough support to make the ballot. At is- 
sue was a provision requiring the pur- 
chase of a $50 permit to grow a modest 
amount of marijuana. Some activists were 
too principled to endorse such a provi- 
sion. Others complained their opposition 
was more to the personalities involved in 
the campaign than the wording of the 
measure. Criticism—and the differences 
that accompany it—are both essential 
and challenging to unity, and difficulties in 
balancing the two have cost Oregon ac- 
tivists a well deserved opportunity. It’s 
nota matter of blame, it is a matter of re- 
sponsibility. It is our obligation as leaders 
and activists to put our personal differ- 
ences behind us in order to fufill our re- 
sponsibilities to our supporters, the 
people we claim to speak for, the mari- 
juana smokers. 

‘Asamovement, we have to learn tobe 
less selfish if we are going to succeed. We 
mustn't trash our friends and allies in or- 
der to glorify ourselves. We must heed 
constructive criticism while avoiding the 
temptation to blame our own problems 
on scapegoats or superficial differences of 
opinion. 

Unity means respecting differences of 
opinion and putting our differences aside 
in pursuit of a common goal. NORML was 
rightfully criticized in the past for not 
showing the leadership required to ac- 
complish that. | have tried to show that 
leadership, and | have brought many dissi- 
dent elements back into NORML, and in 
the process, | hope, created the unity that 
has evaded us in the past. 

ill continue, as 
will personality conflicts, but let us all re- 
member what unites us—our belief that 
the search for justice begins with mari- 
juana law reform. We should keep our 
critical perspectives, but let’s make sure 
we keep our criticism honest, fair, and 
constructive. This is public interest work, 
and the public interest comes first.

Either you 
are getting high and do not realize it, 
or you are blocking the effects of the 
high. Many other people say that grass 
does not affect them or are physiologi- 
cally unaffected by the smoke. If you 
cannot get high, save your lungs.

At 16 hours of light and 8 hours of dark 
per day indoors, most plants under 3 
months old are kept on the brink of 
flowering. Older plants flower weakly. 
If they received 24 hours of light per 
day, the plants would revert back to 
vegetative growth and grow much 
faster, but they would not flower. If the 
light were cut back to 12 hours, the 
plants would flower profusely. 

Males should be removed from the 
garden as soon as they are 
discovered. 


SMALL GARDEN

The large fan leaves produce sugars 
which are used as building blocks for 
growth of new tissue. When they are 
cut off, growth slows. In some sys- 
tems, the directions tell you to cut the 
large leaves. That is because growth is 
too fast for these units with the leaves 
on. Without the leaves, internode 
length decreases a bit, sort of dwart- 
ing the plant. 

The difference in bud production 
between a plant flowered at 6” and 12” 
depends on the variety. Sativa varie- 
ties are less affected by size at the 
start of forcing than indicas. Sativas 
flower out to a fairly large size, no mat- 
ter how small at start. With indicas, the 
bud production will be somewhat 
higher with the larger plant, but it will 
take more space to grow. 

Most of the nutrients remain in the 
reservoir or medium after the water is 
used or evaporated. Additional nutri- 
ents should not be added. However, 
the pH of the water should be 
adjusted.

My problem is that several of my 
plants have died recently and | have no 
idea why. The plants look healthy and 
suddenly in 4 or 5 days they are not 
worth keeping, dead or alive. It starts 
with browning of the lowest fan leaves. 
Then the upper leaves start to brown as 
the lower ones get crisp. The branches 
and stem seem rubbery and the roots 
start to dry up. Soon there is not a big 
leaf left on the plant, the branches droop 
like wet pasta and the stem can be bent 
90 degrees and not break. The plant 
loses 80% of its biomass and all of its 
vigor. What's the matter?

The plants are living in a harsh 
environment which requires them to 
use copious amounts of water. Some 
of the water is transpired and some is 
used for photosynthesis. As the 
plants draw the nutrient rich water 
from the medium, they also absorb 
the nutrients dissolved in it. The high 
N, high potassium (K) formula which 
you are using is being absorbed by 
the plant in too great a quantity and 
the plant begins to suffer from a salt 
build-up. For hot growing conditions 
use a formula which has a less 
extreme ratio of N to P. Formulas such 
as 7-9-5, 7-6-5, and 10-8-7 fit the 
needs of the high temperature garden 
better than ones with a high 
percentage of P relative to the other 
nutrients.

WILDIN THE STREETS 


Starring Christopher Jones, Hal

Jones is the 24-year-old rock star 
Max Frost, who becomes president, 
spikes the Washington water supply 
with LSD, and sets up concentration 
camps for everyone over 35. The satire 
is overwhelmed by loud overkill, but 
young audiences cheered the fascist 
message. The picture got a great 
publicity boost when it premiered in 
Chicago during the ‘68 Democratic 
convention.After violent protests over 
Hubert Humphrey's nomination for the 
presidency, “Max Frost For President” 
posters were hung in the convention 
hall and Chicago’s Mayor Daley put 
barbed wire and armed guards around 
the city reservoirs. The convention riot, 
by the way, was captured on film by 
Haskel Wexler for his far-superior 
polemic Medium Cool. (HBO)

‘An imaginative joke literalizing 
Washington horrors. The White House 
attempts to cover-up a presidential 
aide's lycanthropy.

Meanwhile 
the gnashing aide is roaming the 
Capitol drawing blood. A little dreary, 
but there’s a beautifully staged attack’ 
in aphone booth and Jane House 
provides a few laughs as the 
werewolf's unsuspecting love interest.

Starring Robert Redford, Dustin

A most accurate newspaper movie, a 
great detective story (even if we know 
how it ends), and the best movie about 
typing ever made. Redford and 
Hoffman are Woodward and 


Bernstein, The Washington Post, 
Watergate-breakthrough heroes, in a 
Capitol atmosphere thick with distrust 
‘and fear. Pakula never lets his actors 
including a large supporting cast) 
upstage one another and the movie is. 
miraculously intelligent in its refusal of 
needless embellishments in building 
suspense. (Warner) 


SUDDENLY % 
Starring Frank Sinatra, Sterling 
Hayden. Directed by Lewis Allen 
(1954) 

A family in a midwestern town 
(called Suddenly—"a place where 
nothing much ever happens”) is held 
hostage by an assassin awaiting the 
President's arrival by train. Sinatra is 
the assassin and he’s completely 
amoral. A pure villain, motivated only 
by money and sadistic impulses, he 
only brightens when he inflicts pain 
Less than profound, but very 
claustrophobic and brutal. Qswald 
reportedly watched this film only days 
before the shooting of JFK. (Hal Roach) 


SECRET HONOR; vy. 
Starring Philip Baker Hall. 
Directed by Robert Altman 


Bravura one-man, single-set film, 
fluidly directed by Altman (it’s his best 
since Three Women). Hall recreates his 
stage performance as Richard Nixon, 
facing his last few hours in the White 
House, with Chivas Regal at his side 
and a pistol in the drawer. Surrounded 
by television monitors and getting 
progressively drunker, Nixon launches 
tirades against Kissinger, Ike, Castro 
and the entire Kennedy clan. Tricky 
Dick dissolves into an obscenity- 
spewing psycho, riddled with anxieties, 
guilt and slobbering excuses. (Vestron) 


ADVISE AND CONSENT 


Starring Henry Fonda, Charles 
Laughton, Don Murray, Gene 
Tierney. Directed by Otto 
Preminger (1962) 

Preminger always took delight in 


confronting the Production Code. 
When he announced this adaptation of 
Allen Drury’s controversial novel, 
Hollywood bristled, but finally 
softened its restrictions against “sexual 
perversions” on the screen. Murray is 
the US senator with a secret: in the 
‘army he had a homosexual affair with 
a fellow soldier—that soldier, now a 
hustler, is being used by the senator's 
political opponents for blackmail. 
Nobody in Preminger’s film is left 
unscathed. The Capitol is portrayed as 
an unsavory stew of rivalries, in- 
fighting, deception, witch-hunting and 
unscrupulous cloakroom 
machinations. Overlong but 
tempermental enough to always be 
interesting. (Hal Roach) 


SEVEN DAYS IN MAY 


Starring Burt Lancaster, Frederic 
March, Kirk Douglas, Ava 
Gardner. Directed by John 
Frankenheimer (1964) 

Frankenheimer’s cunning follow-up 
to The Manchurian Candidate shares. 
the former's dangerous political 
machinations as a plot device—but 
decades later the punch makes less of 
‘an impact. Lancaster is the batty right- 
wing general who plans to overthrow 
the US government (kidnapping a 
senator) when he learns that the 
President has signed a peace treaty 
with Russia. Clear-cut, unpretentious 
and entertaining. Written by Rod 
Serling. (Paramount) 


THE MANCHURIAN 
CANDIDATE «5 


Starring Frank Sinatra, 
Laurence Harvey, Janet Leigh. 
Directed by John 
Frankenheimer (1962) 

Itwas one of John Kennedy's favorite 
movies. The following year he was 
assassinated and the movie 
disappeared for twenty-five years. 
Sinatra is the human center of this 
perverse black comedy and Harvey is 
equally good as the killer programmed 
to pull the trigger on a candidate. A 
delirious movie that seems more 
audacious today than it did two 
decades ago. The video release 
features interviews with Sinatra, 
Frankenheimer and screenwriter 
George Axelrod. (MGM/UA) 


ALL THE KING’S MEN

Starring Broderick Crawford, 
John Ireland, Mercedes

Vicious demagogue Huey Long 
inspired this portrait of the horrible 
and hypnotic bullhead, Willy Stark 
Crawford's performance is legendary.

We're not talkin’ rock operas here, 
kids. This year has seen a virtual 
bonanza of quasi-legal, homemade 
LPs put together by collectors of super 
obscure discs, the best of which are 
vintage late ‘S0s/early ‘60s rock ‘n’ roll 
from long forgotten maniacs who 
were way too extreme for the 
mainstream back then, and seem 
even further out of wack nowadays. 
These limited edition LPs turning up 
both here and in Europe, collect much 
of this craziness, as it applies to 
whatever off-the-ceiling unifying 
theme (i.e.,"concept") the anonymous 
compilers had in the back of their 
often very sick minds. 

LAS VEGAS GRIND (Strip) was one 
of the first of these to appear. Twenty 
tracks strong, it’s all super sleazy rock 
n' roll pit-band stripper sounds, with 
a few strange novelties thrown in for 
sheer perversity. The after-hour 
smoke-gets-in-your-beer sounds of 
Bob Taylor's “After Hours”, The 
Genteels’ "Take It Off", and the 
Casual-Aires’ “Thunderbird”, sound 
great next to such junk as the Singing 
Dogs’ "Rock ‘n’ Roll” (remember their 
hit version of "Jingle Bells”?) and 
James Holloway’s tasteless "Ala 
Carte”. This is high concept at its 
best, or worst (not much difference). 

The theme behind TOO MUCH 
GOIN’ ON! (Candy) purports to be 
goofy ‘60s dance trends. Each tune 
has its accompanying dance listed, 
for example, the Hollywood Flames’ 
“Strollin’ On The Beach" (chicken), the 
Original Starfires' "Fender Bender” 
(hunch), but the real theme is plain 
old stupidity; that one indefinable 
factor essential to all great rock ‘n’ 
roll. Records like the Blues 
Nighthawks’ "I Done The Slop” and 
“Fat Mama Twist" by Buddy Sharpe & 
his Shakers present a crystalline pure 
version of stupidity as genius— 
everything is circular, isn’t it? 

(On the more musical side of things 
is SWING FOR A CRIME (GMG, 
French import) which rounds up 18 
trashy discs from the same era that 
“would have made terrific thriller 
themes’, you know, Peter Gunn sort of 
stuff but stranger. Mixed in with 
moody instrumental classics like 
Barney Kessel's “Honey Rock” and the 
Viscounts’ "Harlem Nocturne” are 
jive-talking pseudo-beatnik classics 
(these guys must really be into 77 
Sunset Strip and Naked City), like 


Bing Day's “Mamo’s Place” and Ric 

Gary’s amazingly dumb “Pimples & 
Braces". Classic rock ‘n’ roll dinner 
muzak 

On the subject of crime, TEENAGE 
RIOT! (50,000,000 DELINQUENTS 
CAN‘T BE WRONG) (Atomic Passion) 
rounds up 1850s rock ‘n’ roll classics 
on the theme of juvenile delinquency, 
gang fights, rumbles and all that 
good stuff. Mixed in with impossible- 
to-find rockers, like Kip Tyler's 
“Rumble Rock" (my all time favorite 
45) and Gene Maltais’ "Gang War,” are 
sick movie trailer ads ("See 
Ssshhhhacannnttyyy Tramp! In. 
Living Color!") and spoken-word 
passages by Rev. David Wilkerson (a 
preacher who's dedicated his life to 
rehabilitating teen hoodlums) that 
chill the bones ("seven suicide gang 
members beat up an 80-year-old 
man "). Great idea, but most of all it's 
entirely great rock ‘n’ roll. Had these 
records been given a chance back 
when they were recorded they would 
have been banned for sure (as was 
Link Wray's “Rumble”, and that was 
an instrumental!), because, as we all 
know. rock ‘n’ roll does cause juvenile 
delinquency, thank God! 

Last but not least comes THE BIG 
ITCH (Mr. Manicotti). Subtitled 20 
songs from America's rich musical 
heritage, it collects early ‘60s (pre- 
Beatles) sounds on its two sides, side 
Abeing "Bird Side” and featuring surf 
combos who felt the profound 
influence of the Trashmen's "Surfin" 
Bird”. Had the Beatles not arrived, the 
Trashmen might've gotten their due, 
but this disc helps set the record 
straight. The Trashmen make an 
appearance here with the ultra-rare 
Surfin’ Bird’ flop follow-up "Bird 65" 
(cut for Argo, subsidiary of blues 


giant Chess records; how they ended 
up there is anyone's guess). You also 
get a variety of ridiculous bird 
variations from rockabilly great 
Bobby Lee Trammel, “Toolie Froolie”, 
the Chord-R-Notes’ "Livin’ The Life”, 
the Dinks’ “Nina Koka Nina”, the Del- 
Tines’ (featuring Cub Koda, who 
wrote Motley Crue's "Smokin’ In the 
Boys Room"), "Pa Pa Ooh Mau Mau" 
and more. 

Side B is even more bizarre, if you 
can handle it. It’s the (dig it) “Turd 
Side", made up of sick frat-party 
band trash. While Bobby Rydell and 
Fabian ruled the early 60's charts, 
frat-party bands, black and white, 
were keeping rock 'n’ roll alive and 
well. (Somebody oughta do a black 
version of this LP with the Royal 
Spades, Doug Clark & his Hot Nuts, 
etc.). From Freddie & the Ravens’ "The 
Big Itch” through the amazingly 
stupid “Wilma” by Andy and the 
Classics (these guys were so out of it, 
they had hard-ons for Fred 
Flintstone’s wife), it's one of the all- 
time great party clearing sides. 
Special mention must go to the fine 
packaging, including photos of five 
future Republicans doing the Slop in 
their boxer shorts and a legless 
baritone sax player wailing away at 
the Little People of America’s 13th 
National Convention. 

These do-it-yourself discs are head 
and shoulders above the sort of re- 
issue jobs done by major labels, from 
packaging to sound quality to 
(especially) programming and you 
should pick ‘em up now because they 
usually disappear from planet Earth 
after the first pressing.
